INQUIRY REPORT 


The complaint dated 23-12-2020, was received 
from the Complainant and 26 other aggrieved 
pensioners, seeking revision of their pension by 
implementation of the 7th Pay Commission by 
Provedoria. 

2. On perusing the complaint, the Commission 
by Order dated 28-01-2021, called for the report/ 
/reply of the then Respondent, i.e. the Director of 
Accounts, Panaji-Goa. 


3. The Director of Accounts filed their reply on 
23-02-2021, praying to be dropped from the 
proceedings. 


4. On 26-03-2021, on hearing the Complainant 
and the then Respondent, the Director of Accounts, 
Panaji-Goa, was dropped from the proceedings and 
the Director, Institute of Public Assistance 
(Provedoria), was added as the Respondent and their 
reply was called for. 


5. The present Respondent filed their reply on 
20-08-2021. Thereafter, the Complainant filed his 
Rejoinder on 20-09-2021. 


6. At the stage of hearing, the Commission heard 
Adv. Shri C. Angle for the Complainant and Adv. 
Shri K. L. Bhagat on behalf of the Respondent. 
Subsequently, the advocate for the complainant filed 
his written arguments along with the authorities 
relied on. 


7. The Commission has perused the complaint 
and the reply of the present Respondent along with 
the documents of the Parties and has considered 
the submissions of the Learned Advocates of the 
Parties. 


8. The grievance of the Complainant and 26 other 
pensioners is that they were all employees of the 
Institute of Public Assistance (Provedoria), who 
retired prior to 01-11-2018. They stated that the 


employees of Provedoria who retired after 
01-11-2018 are being paid pension as per the 7th 
Pay Commission benefits but for those who retired 
prior to 01-11-2018, they are being paid pension as 
per 6th Pay Commission benefits. 


9. The Complainant had stated that they had 
addressed their grievances to the Director of 
Provedoria and the Chief Minister with a reminder, 
but have not received any communication and the 
pension has not been revised till date. 


10. In their reply, the Respondent i.e. Director of 
Institute of Public Assistance (Provedoria) has 
stated that after Goa got liberated in 1961, the 
entire functioning of the Provedoria got regulated 
by the Government of Goa as an Autonomous Body. 
They stated that the proposal which was moved for 
implementation of 7th Pay Scale to the pensioners, 
was not considered by the Govemment. They stated 
that the file pertaining to implementation of 7th 
Pay to the pensioners of the Provedoria is pending 
with the Finance (DMU) section, as the matter is 
sub-judice. 


11. At the stage of arguments, Adv. Shri C. Angle 
on behalf of the Complainant and 26 retired 
pensioners submitted that those employees who 
retired prior to 01-11-2018, are deprived of the 7" 
Pay Commission benefits, which the Government 
has extended the employees of Provedoria who 
retired after 01-11-2018. On the other hand, Adv. 
Shri K. L. Bhagat for the Respondent submitted that 
the matter is pending with the Finance Department 
of the Government, as per the reply of the 
Respondent dated 19-08-2021. 


12. In their Rejoinder, the Complainant on behalf 
of himself and 26 retired pensioners, who retired 
before 01-01-2016, have stated that they have not 
approached any court of law with the above 
grievances except the Human Rights Commission. 


13. The Commission finds that the Respondent 
has admitted in their reply that the file pertaining 
to the implementation of the 7th Pay to the 
pensioners has also been processed and the same 
is pending with Finance (DMU) Section. 


14. Advocate for the Complainant relied on 
Section 2 (1) (d) of the Protection of Human Rights 
Act, 1993, which reads as under:- 


Section 2 (1) (d)- “human rights” means 
the rights relating to life, liberty, equality 
and dignity of the individual guaranteed by 
the Constitution or embodied in the 
International Covenants and enforceable by 
courts in India. 
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The Ld. Advocate for the Complainant argued 
that the denial of revised pensionary benefits in 
accordance to the 7th Pay Commission to the 
Complainant and other pensioners, who had retired 
prior to 01-01-2016, has resulted in the human rights 
violation of the Complainant and other pensioners. 


15. The Advocate for the Complainant had relied 
on several judgments of the Supreme Court in 
support of his submissions. In D. 8. Nakara & ors. 
v/s Union of India 1983 1 SCC 305, the Supreme 
Court has held that the employees who retired 
before coming into operation of a pension scheme 
were also entitled to the benefit of the said pension 
scheme. 


16. So also, in V. Kasturi v/s Managing Director, 
State Bank of India, Bombay & Anr. 1998 8 SCC. 
30, the Supreme Court has held that if the person 
retiring is eligible for pension at the time of his 
retirement and if he survives till the time by 
subsequent amendment of the relevant pension 
scheme, he would be eligible to get enhanced 
pension or would become eligible to get more 
pension as per the new formula of computation of 
pension subsequently brought into force. 


17. Similarly, in Principal Secretary to 
Government Finance & Planning Department 
v/s A. P Pensioners Samaj 2014 0 Supreme (SC) 
1113, the Apex Court has held that an employee 
getting pension at the time of his retirement would 
be eligible to enhanced pension if such 
enhancement in pension was because of 


amendment to the pension scheme. 
18. Further, 
Association v/s State of Manipur & ors. 2020 14 


SCC 625, the Apex Court has held that in the matter 
of grant of revised pensionary benefits there can be 


in All Manipurs Pensioners 


no distinction as far as the eligibility of the 
pensioners goes i.e. pre-retired and post retired. 
The Apex Court held that revised pensionary

benefits are required to be extended to eligible 
pensioners irrespective of the date of retirement, 
which may be prior to or later to the date of the 
revised pensionary benefit scheme coming into 
operation. 


19. As the Government of Goa has extended the 
benefit of the 7th Pay Commission to the retired 
employees of the Provedoria who retired after 
01-11-2018, it amounts to violation of human rights 
of the Complainant and other 26 aggrieved 
pensioners who have signed the complaint, that as 
they retired prior to 01-11-2018, they are not given 
the same benefits as those employees of the 
Institute of Public Assistance (Provedoria), who 
retired after 01-11-2018. 


20. Accordingly, the Commission recommends 
that the Government of Goa, extends the benefits 
of the 7th Pay Commission to the Complainant and 
26 aggrieved pensioners, who have signed the 
complaint and who have all retired prior to 
01-11-2018. 


21. Under Section 18 (e) of the Protection of 
Human Rights Act, 1993, the Commission shall send 
a copy of the Inquiry Report together with its 
recommendations to the concerned Government or 
authority and they shall, within a period of one 
month or such further time as the Commission may 
allow, forward its comments on the report, including 
the action taken or proposed to be taken, to the 
Commission. 


22. Copy of the Inquiry Report be sent to the 
Respondent, calling for their comments, including 
the action taken or proposed to be taken within a 
period of 60 days or on or before 11-10-2022, in 
terms of Section 18(e) of the Protection of Human 
Rights Act, 1993.

INQUIRY REPORT 


The complaint dated 23-03-2022, was received 
from the Complainant. 


2. On perusing the complaint, the Commission by 
order dated 30-03-2022, called for the reports from 
the four Respondents. 


3. The Respondent No. 1 filed their reply on 
17-06-2022. The Respondent No. 2 filed their reply on 
22-06-2022. The Respondent No. 3 filed their reply on 
29-04-2022 and the Respondent No. 4 filed their 
reply on 23-06-2022. 


4. The Complainant filed his additional say on 
25-07-2022. 


5. On 25-07-2022, the Commission heard the Com- 
plainant and also heard Shri Vinod Haldankar, Sani- 
tary Inspector of the Respondent No. 1 Mrs. Savina 
Braganza, U.D.C., on bahalf of the Respondent No. 3 
and Shri Vithal Gauns, Secretary, on behalf of the 
Respondent No. 4. The Respondent No. 2 remained 
absent. Subsequently, on 27-07-2022 by e-mail, the 
Complainant produced video evidence and photo- 
graphs showing smoke still entering his house from 


the base of the chimney. The Commission has seen 
the You Tube videos forwarded by the Complainant. 
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6. The grievance of the Complainant is that due 
to the smoke entering his house from the house of his 
immediate neighbour, he has complained to the 
authorities but the issue has not been resolved. 


7. The Respondent No. 1, Health Officer of the 
Primary Health Centre-Betki, has stated in their 
reply that on receiving the complaint on 12-04-2019, 
from the Complainant against his neighbour for 
creating unhygienic conditions in his neighbourhood 
with regards to the pig and burning of wood, 
repeated inspections were done and no smoke was 
seen during the inspection. They stated that the 
Complainant kept complaining regarding the smoke 
from burning wood and a letter were sent to Goa 
State Pollution Control Board, Environment and 
Pollution Control Board, DHS and also to the Village 
Panchayat of St. Estevam. They stated that the GSPCB 
had suggested that smokeless chullas be allowed 
and they received a complaint from the Complain- 
ant that the height of the chulla is less and thereaf- 
ter, compliance was received from Rita/Salvador 
Gama, stating that the height of the chulla is 
increased. 


8. The Respondent No. 2, Member Secretary, Goa 
State Pollution Control Board, filed their reply that 
they had received numerous complaints from the 
Complainant regarding burning of wood and 
garbage in the neighbourhood and they conducted 
site inspection and observed that smoke was 
generated due to cooking activities by the neighbour 
using wood as fuel. They referred the complaint to 
Goa Energy Development Agency to promote use of 
smokeless chullas. The Respondent No. 2 also stated 
that they forwarded the complaint to the 
Directorate of Municipal Administration and 
Directorate of Panchayats stating that it is advisable 
to use smoke chullas, with the chimney of adequate 
height to ensure that the smoke does not affect 
neighbouring residential houses/buildings and they 
also forwarded the complaint to the Village 
Panchayat St. Estevam with an instruction to advise 
the villagers that only smokeless chullas should be 
used and no burning of waste should be permitted. 
They also issued directions under Section 31 (A) of 
the Air Act as the Village Panchayat failed to comply 
with the instruction issued by them, to the Director 
of Panchayats. 


9. The Respondent No. 3, Director of Health 
Services, has stated that on receiving the complaints 
of the Complainant, they sent their letter dated 
04-10-2021, to the Health Officer, Primary Health 
Centre-Betki, who is the competent authority, 
giving direction to the Health Officer to take 
necessary action as per the provisions of Goa Public 
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Health Act, 1985 and Rules, 1987 and allits amend- 
ments and to intimate the Complainant regarding 
the action taken. They also stated that under 
Section 40 of the Goa Public Health Act, 1985, power 
is vested with the Health Officer to abate nuisance 
and under Section 41, power is vested with local 
authority to abate nuisance. 


10. The Respondent No. 4 filed their reply that 
they conducted joint site inspection along with the 
Complainant and Health Officer of the Respondent 
No. 1 and as per the advice from the Respondent 
No. 1,a chimney was fixed to the chulla, as a result of 
which the smoke will not go into the house of the 
Complainant. Subsequently, the Complainant again 
filed a complaint stating that since his house is ata 
lower level than that of Mr. Salvador Gama, Mrs. Rita 
Gama and Ms. Fenny Gama, again all smoke from the 
domestic chulla comes into the house of the Com- 
plainant and again joint inspection was conducted 
and it was advised to raise the height of the chimney 
so that the smoke does not go into the house of the 
Complainant and subsequently, the height of the 
chimney was raised by the neighbours. 


11. However, the Complainant in his additional 
reply has stated that the problem still continues and 
the authorities are shying away from executing their 
responsibilities. 


12. On considering the submissions of the 
Parties, the Commission finds that the grievance of 
the Complainant is that the authorities are not

taking adequate steps in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the law applicable and smoke still enters his 
house from the base of the chimney of the house of 
his neighbours.

14. The Commission recommends that the 
Respondent No. 4 complies with the directions of the 
Goa State Pollution Control Board, to ensure that 
proper smoke chullas with the chimney of adequate 
height are used by the neighbours of the Complain- 
ant, Mr. Salvador Gama and his family, so that the 
smoke does not enter the house of the Complainant 
from the base of the chulla or any other part thereof.

(iii) Consequently, the Party II is directed to pay 
the Party I workman, Shri Alex Lopes, in lieu of 
reinstatement, an amount equivalent to full back 
wages for the period from the date of award till the 
date of superannuation along with all the 
consequential benefits, including the benefits of all 
the settlements. 


(iv) The Party Il is also directed to pay the Party I 
workman, Shri Alex Lopes an amount equivalent to 
full back wages for the period from the date of 
termination till the date of award, along with all 
consequential benefits, including the benefits of all 
the settlements, after deducting the amount of 
subsistence allowance already paid to him from time 
to time, within 60 days of the publication of the 
Award, failing which the Party II shall pay an interest 
@ 9% per annum. 


5. The Applicant/Party I thereafter filed an 
application under Section 33 C of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 for the execution of the Award. 


6. The Opponent/Party II filed Writ Petition bearing 
Writ Petition No. 250/2021 before the Hon'ble High 
Court of Bombay at Goa. That, the Writ Petition was 
admitted on 17/02/2021 and ad-interim reliefin terms 
of prayer at Clause (c) was granted subject to the 
condition that the awarded amount be deposited 
within 3 weeks from the date of the Order. It was 
further ordered that if the amount awarded was not 
deposited within 3 weeks, the ad-interim relief 
would stand vacated without the necessity of any 
further orders. 


7. Party II deposited a sum of Rs. 9,23,387/- in the 
Hon'ble High Court of Bombay at Goa. Party I herein 
filed Misc. Civil Application No. 363/2022 in Writ 
Petition No. 250/2021 claiming of a sum of 
Rs. 49,79,163/-. In Misc. Civil Application No. 363/ 
/2022 it was prayed that the ad-interim Order be 
vacated. 


8. Misc. Civil Application No. 363/2022 came to 
be disposed off in terms of Order dated 18-07-22, 
whereby, the Parties were directed to move an 
application before the Industrial Tribunal and Labour 
Court, Panaji to quantify the amount awarded. This 
Tribunal was directed to endeavor to dispose off the 
application preferably within 4 weeks. The 
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Opponent/Party II was directed to comply with the 
Award in terms of Order passed by the Hon'ble High 
Court within one week from the date of quantifying 
the awarded amount. 


9. Pursuant to the Order dated 18-07-22, Party I 
has filed this application. 


10. The Applicant/Party I has stated that under 
the Award dated 14-02-2020 of this Tribunal, Party I 
is entitled to a total sum of Rs. 58,05,953/- to the date 
of this application and also to interest thereon at the 
rate of 9% per annum from the date of the application 
to the date of payment. The Applicant/Party I has 
filed a Statement of Account showing how he arrived 
at the said sum of Rs. 59,05,953/-. Party I has stated 
that he verified in the Offices of the Employees 
Provident Fund and the Labour Commissioner and 
found that the Opponent/Party II has not deposited 
towards the Provident Fund or pension for the last 
few years. Therefore, it is prayed that this Tribunal 
may determine the amount due to Party I from Party 
II together with interest at the rate of 9% per annum. 
That, this Tribunal may determine the gratuity 
payable by Party II to Party I. That, Party II be directed 
to deposit the unpaid amounts towards the Provident 
Fund and Pension in the Office of the Employees 
Provident Fund and Labour Commissioner. That, the 
Managing Director of Party II be directed to disclose 
the assets (movable and immovable) of Party II by 
way of an Affidavit. That, in case of failure on the 
part of Party II to pay the Award amount, the assets 
belonging to Party II be ordered to be sold in public 
auction and the amount realized therefrom be paid 
to Party I in full and final settlement of the amount 
under the Award. That, in case of failure on the part 
of Party II or its Managing Director to fulfill any of the 
aforesaid condition, an order be passed for the 
detention of the Managing Director and/or Director 
of Party II in Civil Prison. 


11. Party II has filed its Written Statement. Party II 
states that the Applicant has included in his 
calculations certain benefits not contemplated 
under the definition of wages. That Party lis not a 
workman. That Party II has calculated and deposited 
the amount as ordered by the Hon'ble High Court of 
Bombay at Goa. That Party lis entitled to encashment 
of only 45 days of his paid leave. That Sick Leave is 
not applicable to Party I. That Bonus and Dearness 
Allowance are not included in the definition of 
wages. That Party I is entitled only to a sum of 
Rs. 9,23,387/- (Rupees Nine lakhs twenty three 
thousand three hundred eighty seven only) and that 
the said amount has been deposited in the High Court 
of Bombay at Goa. That this application can be 
decided only after an inquiry. That Party II be allowed 


to lead evidence to establish its case. Therefore, itis 
prayed that the application be dismissed with 
exemplary costs. 


12. During the course of proceedings, both Parties 
filed the Terms of Compromise at Exhibit 8. The Terms 
of Compromise is signed by the Applicant/Party Iand 
his Advocate Shri Antonio 8. Eremita and the Director 
of Operations of the Opponent/Party II and his Adv. 
Shri Kapil Kerkar. The terms of settlement are as 
follows: 


TERMS OF COMPROMISE 


1. The Opponent/Party II shall pay to the Applicant/ 
Party I a sum of Rs. 32,00,000/- (Rupees Thirty two 
lakhs only) towards full and final settlement of the 
Award passed in Case No. IT/REF/93/98 and also 
towards full and final settlement of Application 
bearing Case No. A-IT/11/2022. 


2. The Opponent/Party II states that out of the said

acknowledge. It is agreed by and between the Parties 
that in case of dishonor of the said cheque the 
Opponent/Party II shall be liable for action of 
contempt as well as action under Section 138 of the 
Negotiable Instruments Act. 


3. Itis further agreed by and between the Parties 
that in case the Party I files application for withdrawal 
of the amount of Rs. 9,23,387/- (Rupees Nine lakhs 
twenty three thousand three hundred and eighty 
seven only) which is deposited before the Hon'ble 
High Court then the Opponent/Party II shall give no 
objection to the withdrawal of the same. 


4. That upon receipt of the said amount by the 
Applicant/Party I, the Opponent/Party II shall be 
entitled to file appropriate application before the 
Hon'ble High Court of Bombay at Goa in Writ Petition 
No. 250/2021 with a copy of the present Terms of 
Compromise along with Order passed thereon, 
thereby informing about the full and final settlement 
of Award passed in Case No. IT/REF/93/98. 
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5. That upon receipt of the said amount, the 
Applicant/Party I shall not lay any claim as against 
the Opponent/Party II with respect to Application

Fund Commissioner with respect to Provident Fund 
and Pension. 


6. That the Opponent/Party II shall ensure that all 
deposits have been made to the Statutory Authorities 
with respect to Provident Fund and Pension and the 
Opponent/Party II shall co-operate with the 
Applicant/Party I pertaining to Provident Fund and 
Pension to the Applicant/Party I. 


7. That the Opponent/Party II has furnished to the 
Applicant/Party I certificate indicating the last paid 
salary. 


8. That Judgment/Order/Award/Decree be passed 
by this Hon'ble Court in terms of the above terms of 
compromise and either Party be entitled to have the 
execution thereof, if need arises, however, each Party 
shall endeavor that such need should not arise. 


9. That violation of present Terms of Compromise 
shall result in action for contempt. 


13. Ihave gone through the records of the case 
and the above Terms of Compromise and I am 
convinced that the compromise terms filed by the 
parties are just and fair and are in the interest of the 
Applicant/Party I and Opponent/Party II and 
therefore, the same are accepted. 


14. Hence, I pass the following Order:

1.This judgment and order shall determine the 
claim application of the Applicant dated 
Nil, filed U/S 33-C (2) of the I.D. Act, 1947. 


2. By the present claim application, the 
Applicant claim an amount of Rs. 7,66,600/-. 
(Rupees Seven lakhs sixty six thousand six 
hundred only) towards the amount due to Shri 
Kashiram L. Naik as per Award dated 10-01-2003 of 
Central Government Industrial Tribunal No. 2 in 
Ref. No. CGIT-2/57. 


3. The Opponent controverted the claim of the 
Applicant by filing its reply dated 05-09-2017. 
The Opponent, as and by way ofits reply, submitted 
that the Applicant has not supported his claim/or 
right/or locus to maintain his claim application in 
accordance in law. The Opponent stated that mere 
production of Birth Certificate is not sufficient to 
establish the right/entitlement if any of the 
Applicant in respect of the claims as are sought to 
be made.
